THE ABOVE OFFICERS WERE WORKING AS CONTRACTED, UNIFORMED 
SECURITY OFFICERS FOR THE HOLLYWOOD BUSINESS IMPROVEMENT 
DISTRICT/ ANDREWS INTERNATIONAL SECURITY, 6801 HOLLYWOOD BLVD. 
SUITE # 169, HOLLYWOOD, CA. 90028. 


INVESTIGATION: 


DURING THE COURSE OF OUR DUTIES, WE WERE PATROLLING THE AREA OF 
IVAR AT HOLLYWOOD BLVD. I LOOKED TO THE AREA OF 1660 IVAR AND SAW A 
MALE SUBJECT HOLDING AND DRINKING FROM, WHAT APPEARED TO BE, A 
BOTTLE OF BEER IN A BROWN PAPER BAG. IT IS NOT UNCOMMON FOR 
SUBJECTS TO CONCEAL THEIR BEER IN A PAPER BAG WHICH IS GIVEN TO THEM 
UPON PURCHASE OF THE BEVERAGE. IN ORDER TO INVESTIGATE FURTHER, I 
MADE A U-TURN AND BOTH OFFICER COX AND I MAINTAINED OUR 
OBSERVATION OF THE SUBJECT. THE SUBJECT, LATER IDENTIFIED AS DONALD 
MONROE OFFERMAN DOB:10/01/61, DRANK FROM THE BEVERAGE AT LEAST 
TWO MORE TIMES AS WE WATCHED HIM. 


THE OFFICERS APPROACHED OFFERMAN, AND I ASKED HIM IF HE WAS IN FACT 
DRINKING A BEER. OFFERMAN ADMITTED THAT HE WAS DRINKING THE BEER. I 
THEN ASKED OFFERMAN IF HE KNEW THAT IT WAS A MUNICIPAL CODE 
VIOLATION TO DRINK IN PUBLIC, TO WHICH HE REPLIED, “YES”. IT SHOULD BE 
NOTED THAT THE BEER BOTTLE (40 OUNCE BOTTLE OF MILLER HIGH LIFE) 
WAS *¥% FULL AND COLD TO THE TOUCH. 


ARREST: 

THE DEFENDANT WAS ADVISED THAT UNDER THE POWERS OF ARREST 
GRANTED UNDER 837 PC, HE WAS BEING PLACED UNDER PRIVATE PERSONS 
ARREST FOR 41.27 (C) LAMC, DRINKING IN PUBLIC. SGT. REYES RESPONDED 
TO OUR LOCATION FOR ASSISTANCE. 


ONCE HANDCUFFED (HANDCUFFS DOUBLE LOCKED) OFFICER COX BEGAN TO 
WALK OFFERMAN ACROSS THE STREET TO OUR VEHICLE. OUR INTENTION WAS 
TO TRANSPORT OFFERMAN TO LAPD, HOLLYWOOD STATION TO COMPLETE THE 
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CITATION PROCESS. THIS WAS EXPLAINED TO OFFERMAN. HOWEVER, WHEN 
OFFERMAN WALKED HALF WAY ACROSS THE STREET, HE SAT DOWN AND 
REFUSED TO WALK FURTHER. WE ASSISTED OFFERMAN TO THE CURB NEXT TO 
OUR VEHICLE, AND OFFERMAN DEMANDED THAT LAPD BE CALLED FOR 
TRANSPORTATION. SGT. REYES CONTACTED LAPD, AND OFFICER NODES 
#37878 RESPONDED. 


OFFICER NODES VERIFIED THAT OFFERMAN HAD NO WARRANTS AND HE 
AUTHORIZED THE CITATION IN THE FIELD. CITE #E03554. (WATCH 
COMMANDER SGT. VIDAL). 

MR. OFFERMAN SIGNED THE RFC AND HE WAS RELEASED IN THE FIELD. 


EVIDENCE: 
THE BEER BOTTLE AND ITS CONTENTS WERE DISCARDED AT THE 
SCENE.
